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le Two shipyards, one old and one new, for river ships pl the Danube 
River and ita trfbutaries are located at Konarno (DIRT). Tye old 
shipyard is aituated on the Red Fleet Island, formerly know as Elizabeth 
Island; the new shipyard is on the northern shore of the winter harbor 
adjoining the dead arm of the Danube. Until the end of 1949, both shine 
yards were branches of the Skoda Works and attached to the branch at 
Hradec Kralova (Koeniggractz). On 1 January 1950, the shipyards became 
an independent national corporation bearing the nane of Komorn Skoda 
Works. The new shipyard is definitely intended for the construction 


of new ships, while the old shipyard will be used for repeiy work. 


Qe The old shipyard employs 860 clerks and workers, of whom 400 are. skilled 

workers. They work in two shifts of eight hours each, but tho skilled 
workers sometimes work three shifts. The shipyard suffers from s shortage 
of capable skilled laborers, egpecially welders. By trensferring training 
to other facilities, an attempt is being made to remedy this pituation.
